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Continuation of 13. Other: Reply filed on April 7, 2006 has been acknowledged. Applicants argue that seperation material is not 
disclosed in Smith. With regards to seperation material, examiner disagrees with applicants that tissue specimen is not a seperation 
material. Applicants merely recite, "seperation material". It is inherent that tissue specimen is composed of particulates and these 
particulates will seperate depending on what is put into the vessel. Applicants also argue that Smith does not teach a pressure-equalizing 
connection. It is clear that the pressure-equalizing connection is equivalent to the teachings of Smiths pressure-equalizing connection. 
As disclosed in Smith, the pressure-equalizing connection (154) is to provide maximum fluid exchange between the conical wall section 
(142) and the vessel (50). Smith clearly teaches a pressure-equalizing connection (154). 
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
